Captain Kidd, Who Was Never a Pirate 



/1APTAIN KIDD wa» nof . pirate. 
I wish to Mart this tale of pirao 
and politics and cruel injustice with 
this simple and true statement, be- 
cause I find that most people who 
write to me about pirates still believe 
that Captain Kidd was the greatest 
pirate of them all. 

The truth about Captain Kidd has 
been known to historian* and scholars 
for more than a century. In fact, 
■he truth about the case was known to 
many of Kidd's contemporaries, and 
was handed down by them to their 
children. The evidence that clears 
Kidd of the charges of piracy that 
ware made against him it now in the 
British muifiim, and has been for 
many ninety years. 

Captain Kidd was railroaded to the 
gallows ao that certain high poli- 

.k, including a colonial governor, 

several members of Parliament, and 
the King of England, might save their 
lacee. 

This terrible in justice was made 
possible by the suppression of evi- 
dence, perjury, subornation of pet- 
jury', bribery, malfeasance in office, 
judicial oppression, conspiracy, mu- 
tiny, piracy, awl a long train of other 
black crimee, participated in by iom» 
of the "beat people" of the time. 
There art few darker chapters in the 

history el mod arm mm 



William Kidd! wae born in Greenock, 
Setlarsd, and was a seafaring person 
from boyhood. Hie reputation, up to 
the time of hi* tH-atarred voyage un- 
der the auspice? of potirjeieju who 

framed him foe their own advantage. 
was excellent, spotless, and beyond 

price. He was middle-aged and pros- 
perous, living a happy Jifa with his 



wife in New York, and was the owner 
of a merchant sloop sailing between 
New York and vlnwn ports offered 
good cargo or a good market. 

William the Third w» King of 
England, exercising sovereignty over 
the American clonics. He was not a 
very notable king. I think he was 
a rogue and a villain. Certainly he 

contorted with scoundrels, and in his 
parliament were noble lords who did 
not scruple to go out after stolen 
gooda. William wanted his share of 
the loot, too. 

Lord Bellamont was Governor of 
New York, by appointment of King 
William. He was a politician with a 
very bad reputation it the time ol 
this appointment, in 1695. He had 
been discharged from the job of 
treasurer and receiver general under 
Queen Mary, who called him imperti- 
nent. He had rather thoroughly dis- 
graced himself in parliament by 
bringing unfounded and unsupported 
charge, of treason against two repu- 
table lords. 

King William kicked this trouble- 
some fellow upstairs by sending him 
to America to govern the stepchildren 
of the British Empire. There Lord 

Bellamont became acquainted with 
Robert Livingston, as false an aristo- 
crat aa ever strutted the streets of 

New York- 



All tha see* were full of pirates. 
Captains Tew, Ireland and Culliford 
were known to maintain pirate prin- 
cipalities on Madagascar and Johan- 
na, off the African coast. It waa 
common knowledge that these and 
uther pirate king* had accumulated 

such magnificent treasure as might 
put to shame the imperial treasuries 



of moat of the nations then existing. 
All navigators and importers were 
afraid of these pirates, and all tea 
captains knew of their operations. 

The pirate* hid preyed upon the 

world's commerce until they had actu- 
ally become the world's richeet otiiena. 
Robert Livingston conceived the bril- 




lianl idee that the most profitable 
enterprise in history would be preying 
upon the pirates. He hastened to his 
friend. Governor Bellamont, with a 
propoaition. 

There waa enough gold in Mada- 
gascar to make Bellamont and Living' 
ston two of the world's richest in- 
habitants, without their undertaking 
the risk incident to regular piracy. 
They could hijack the pirates! A com- 

martial proposition worthy of the best 

mtnds of Chicago's racketeer colony. 



Of course, it would be rvacassary 
to get tha ronwnt of the King and 
the cooperation of some of the moat 
powerful politiciana in parliament. 
Thar ■illiTli be easy. Simply split the 
swag with them. HU Majesty w« up 
to hit neck in a war with France, and 
he needed money, and would not 
scruple to receive gold taken from 

pirate* who had stolen it from hotwit 
mere-harm. 

Livingston and Bellamont cooked 

up their scheme and took it to the 
King. William the Third was all for 







it. provided he got hi» share of tha 
loot. 

But were Livingston and Bellamont 
and William going out aboard a ahip 
(O fight pirates in order to get their 

gold? No indeed! Colonel Livingston 
told Hi* Majesty and the Lord Gov- 
ernor that he knew a certain thrifty 
Scotch tea captain, one William Kidd, 
who knew ell die pirate* and all the 
sea-lanes, and waa canny enough lo 
appreciate an opportunity to make 
himiclf famous and vastly wealthy if 



the proposition were put to him force- 
fully enough. This Captain Kidd waa 
firty-two yrara old or thereabout*, and 
waa wealthy enough to be able to 
afford some little part in the enter- 
prise himself. He had fought welt for 
ihr King against the French in the 
West Indies, and bore an excellent 
reputation for bravery and probity. 

It waa agreed thai this Captain 
KiJd would be just the man- Kidd 
had expressed himself at unwilling to 
go out after pirate* now, at he wished 
to retire permanently from active mi 
faring. But Colonel Livingston 
thought that the Lord Bellamont 
might be able to induce Kidd to 
change hit mind. Just a hint thai gf> 
(eat Kidd should be willing to serve 

the King in the manner suggeeted the 
Governor would refute to grant clear- 
ance to Kidd's aloop from the Port of 
Npw York. auid the thing would be 
done. 

When next Livingston approached 
Captain Kidd he had a concrete prop- 
osition to offer Una) Th* King and 
acme unnamed persons in high places 
desired Kidd to undertake the hi. 
Jacking of the pirates, as a patriotic 
service. 

NO. Captain Kidd wat not in- 
terested in such an enterprise. 

But what was lie interested In? 
In commerce, by means of hia ©*n 
peaceful sloop. 

Bui ol court* the Captain realized 
that Lord Bellamont was interested 
in this proposed cruise against the 
pirates? That My Lord't heart waa 
set upon having Kidd command the 
expedition? That if Kidd ehould re- 
fuse, the Governor would be con- 
strained to stop hit tloop in the nvtr, 
and thua put Captain Kidd out of 
commerce for good and all? 

In the end. Captain Kidd consented. 
How much better it would have been 
for him if he had Ut *•*• »'«P the 
ship in the rivrr, and tried to live by 
some letVfar-flung type of commerce 



foe the re* of his days I 

Kidd then proposed a plan of ac- 
tion. The King should provide a fifht- 
ing ship of the navy, with thirty or 
forty guns and a well-trained crew un- 
der naval discipline, Kidd would ac- 
company the ship, and would p^mt 
out to his Majesty's officers just where 
to find the pirates and their pelf 

Oh no! That would never do. Such 
a plan would leave no provision for a 

sharing of the loot among the Noble 
Lords and Colonel Livingston. It was 
already decided. Captain Kidd was in- 
formed, that a veasel waa to be built 
especially for the enterprise. Kidd was 
to put up one-fifth of the coat. Liv- 
ingston was to take a fifth share, and 
certain person*, vary high in the 
realm, were to lake the other threa- 
fifthe. King William was to have a 
share of his own, H juat to show that 
he was behind the enterprise," but it 
isn't known whether His Majesty wat 
asked to put up anything more than 
hit royal decree, license and author- 
ity. King William hadn't any shipi 
feee fro.n wae dut>, but he had plan** 
of parchment upon which to writ* 
proclamation* and letter* of marqua 

aad reprisal. 

Forced into the undertaking against 
his will, Kidd tried Co make ths best 
of the situation. He wanted a good, 
M.und ship, and a picked crew, well 

paid. 

Doth of these sound prOpOall • 

were vetoed by the greedy conspira- 
tors. A half-seaworthy vsaset wat con- 
structed, of bad materials, hastily 
flung together, and Kidd was in- 
formed that his men were not to ba 
paid wages at all, but must work far 
■hares in the loot. No capture*, no 
pay. Good capture*, fair pay. 

Such an enterprise was doomed 
from the start.*
